Perhaps you’ve considered 
doing it. Maybe someone once 
asked you to do it. Chances are 
you know someone who's needed 
it. 

But for some reason you 
never actually did it. It could be 
that you still don’t know why. 
You might be ashamed to admit 
it, but you could be scared. 

Scared of.. .donating blood. 

"If you've never donated blood , 
you probably have some mis- 
understandings or some un- 
answered questions regarding 
the procedure," says Carol Fre- 
vert, chairperson of the upcom- 
ing blood drive. 

The most common fear brought 
to Ms. Frevert’s attention is that 
the donation will be painful or 
will somehow weaken you. For- 
tunately, this statement is strictly 
myth and can be proven so by 
pointing out that nearly 400 
people give blood each week- 
day through the Community 
Blood Center. If there were any 
ill effects, people simply wouldn’t 
ever volunteer to donate. 

Another unwarranted fear 
associated with donating blood 
is the fear of contracting AIDS. 
To this question, Bill Coenen, 
Administrator of Community 
Blood Center, cannot stress 



enough that there is no possible 
way to contract AIDS through 
donating. "Sterileequipment 
and disposable needles are 
always used to ensure complete 
immuniza-tion from the AIDS 
antibody," says Mr. Coenen. 

"It is so simple and safe, you 
can donate blood every eight 
weeks, up to six times a year. 
But we're not asking you to 
become ’regular’ donors. ..yet," 
says Mr. Coenen. 

"Just try it once! After that 
first donation, there's no fear of 
the unknown, and most people 
become dedicated, regular 
donors, concerned with provid- 
ing "new hope" for persons in 
their community." 

On MONDAY, NOVEMBER 3, 
Avila College will be hosting a 
lifesaving bloodmobile. Avila 
will be responsible for approx- 
imately 85 pints of the 400 pints 
of blood needed to be collected 
that day. To make a contribu- 
tion towards this cause, contact 
Ms. Frevert, at 942-8400, for 
your appointment to donate in 
Room 509-Whitfield, between 
the hours of 10:00 a.m. and 3:00 
p.m.

On September 26th and 27th 
Legal Assistant Majors from 
Avila attended a Criminal/ 
Juvenile Law Seminar. The stu- 
dents went to the Johnson 
County Courthouse where they 
were instructed by assistants of 
the District Attorney on current 
issues after observing a crimi- 
nal hearing. The students then 
toured the Juvenile Justice 
Center downtown. There they 



were able to speak with many 
professionals of the center 
including Commissioner David 
William Kierst who shared 
information on the structure of 
the justice system. 

The students were later given 
the opportunity to talk with 
Randy Austin, criminal defense 
attorney of 18 years, who gave 
some unique insights on de- 
fending criminal offenders. The 



students were also presented 
with a mock mediation session 
put on by the Kansas City Human 
Relations Department. This 
service gives parties who are in 
disagreement a chance to meet 
informally and air grievances 
without cost of a lawyer. 

The seminar was an informa- 
tive one and the students were 
impressed by the first hand 
experience they received.
